INDIAN SPRINGSPROIECT 


Jackson, Ga., February 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Important plans for the de- 
velopment and improvement of the 
state property at Indian Springs, now 
in care of the forestry board, were con- 
sidere@ Friday when members of the 
board visited In’ian Springs and met 
with members of civic and patriotic 
clubs of Jackson and Indian Springs. 
State Forester B. M, Lufburrow, Mrs. 
M. E. Judd, of Dalton, and B. H. 
Stone, of Blairsville, were the mem- 
bers of the Georgia board of forestry 
attending the meeting. Mrs. Judd, with 
much experience in practical improve- 
ment work, outlined to the ladies 
present steps for improving the re- 
serve grounds by planting trees, flow- 
ers and shrubbery. 

Members of the forestry board, 
working in connection with the state 
highway department, and citizens of 
Butts county, have outlined a five- 
vear program for the development ani 
improvement of the state’s property 
at Indian Springs. Since the proper- 
ty was placed in control of the fores- 
try department at the 1927 session of 
the general asembly, the bulidings on 
the reserve have been recovered, 
levees built to protect the mineral 
springs from overflow water from the 
creeks, an electric pump installed to 
remove the water from the _ spring 
basin and the grounds terraced and 
improved. 

A state park at Indian Springs is 
one of the objectives of the forestry 
department. It is planned to acquire 
additional Jand in and near the state 
reserve of ten acres. A museum, rest 
rooms and a lake are other things 
being considered. As rapidly as funds 
become available these plans, and oth- 
ers to be announced later, will be 
carried out. 

These improvements together with 
the building of a paved highway from 
Atlanta to Forsyth, which is now 
under coure* of construction, are ex- 
pected to greatly «timulate activity in 
and near Indian Springs. The high- 
way from Jackson to Indian Springs 
has already been paved and has been 
open to traffic for the past several! 
months.

A jury in the Pulaski county circuit 
court here today acquitted Mrs. Ida 
Cross Perkins of a murder charge for 
the killing last August of Mrs. Perl 
Decker Owens, Louisville, whom she 
found sitting beside her husband, Lo- 
gan Perkins, in a train day coach. 

The verdict was reported this aft- 
ernoon, twenty minutes after the case 
was given to the jurors, who had lis- 
tened all day to the arguments of 
counsel and instructions of the court. 
Spectators who had listened to the 


plea of defense counsel for freedom 
for the “gingham girl’ who had killed 
the “girl who glittered with gold and 
diamonds” expressed surprise that the 
jury was out so long, and those ex- 
perienced with Kentucky juries believ- 
ed that the veniremen had been im- 
pressed by a concluding defense plea 
not to “bring in a hasty verdict.” 
The small town mother of two chil- 
dren who killed the city woman she 
accused of breaking up her home won 
her freedom, however, only after hear- 
ing J. S. Sandusky, commonwealth’s 
attorney, described her as a cold-blood- 
ed murderess. Sandusky told the jury 
that he believed the 27-year-old de- 
fendant and her husband, who is cir-

RUBENS REVEALED 
AS NEWEST SLAVE 
TO DRUG ADDICTION 


Cinema Star Fights Dread 
Habit as Fashionable 
Physician Is Implicated 
in Dope Sales. 


Los Angeles, February 16.—(4)— 
Alma Rubens, film actress, was in 
the Hollywood hospital today in a pre- | 
carious condition from a surgical op- | 
eration yesterday while federal and} 
state agents were completing their in- 
vestigation of a narcotic case in which 
she is the central figure. 

The screen star was revealed as a 
narcotic addict, explaining her recent 
strange actions which brought her into 
the limelight in several escapades that 
reached the courts. 

Thirty-one prescriptions for narcot- 
ics issued to the actress bedween Sep- 
tember 21 and October 17 last year, 
state narcotic agents said, were in 
the hands of the agents of the state 
board of medical examiners here. 

The narcotics were supplied her in 
violation of state laws, the office of 
the state medical board here charged, 
by Dr. L. Jesse Citron, practicing 
physician of Beverly Hills. Agents of 
the board announced their intention 
of citing Dr. Citron to appear before 
a meeting of the board at San ‘Fran- 
cisco in July for revocation of license. 
Meanwhile reports of special inves- 
tigators have been suLlmitted to the 
state pharmacy board at San Fran- 
cisco and to the narcotic division of 
the internal revenue bureau at Wash- 
ington, D. C. Dr. Citron did not make 
himself available to the press today 
but last night told reporters that he 
did not know Miss Rubens was an 
addict “when I took her case, and 
when I learned that she was an addict 
I dropped the case. ” He said that 
the prescriptions were forged. 

Reports by Los Angeles agents to 
the state medical board, however, set 
forth that Dr. Citron had admitted 
selling the narcotics to Miss Rubens. 

Miss Rubens is the wife of Ricardo 
Cortez, film actor, who is assisting 
his wife in her fight against the 
narcotic habit. 


EIGHT DOCTORS 
SUPPLY NARCOTICS. 

Sun Francisco, February 16.—(4)— 
Senator Frank H. Benson, chief of 
the state narcotie division, declared 
here today that seven Los Angeles 
physicians other than Dr. L. Jess 
Citron, had been supplying narcotics 
to Alina Rubens, screen actress. Ben- 
son withheld the names of the ac- 
cused physicians, adding that their 
activities have been investigated not 
only by his department but by the 
state board of medical examiners and 
by the federal narcotie division. 

“Early in our investigation of the 
obvious nareotie addiction of Miss Ru- 
vens we concluded that because of a 
loophole in the state law we could 
not prosecute those doctors who were 
supplying her,” said Senator Benson. 

“The state law carries no penalty 
for fraudulent or irregular or insin- 
cere prescription of narcotic drugs by 
physicians. 3 

“In view of these facts we turned 
all our information over to the fed- 
eral narcotic agents and to the state 
medical board.” 

The state poison law which pro- 
hibits improper prescription of nar- 
eotic but fails to fix penalty for vio- 
lation of this provision, is t@ be 
amended at this session of the legis- 
lature.

“Tempered Optimism” Is 
Prevailing Spirit, Car- 
roll E. Williams, of Man- 
ufacturers Record, Finds 


PESSIMISM ABSENT 
AMONG MILL MEN 


Survey Reveals Many 
Mills Have Moved to 
Georgia and Many Oth- 
ers Are Planning To. 


“Industries are being established in 
great numbers and in widely-scattered 
sections of the southern states by na- 
tionally known concerns manufactur- 
ing products never before made in this 
section. Despite upset conditions in 
the textile industry, mill men general- 
ly look forward to improved conditions 
in the next few months. Manufac- 
turers, bankers and _ business men 
throughout the section look forward to 
continued industrial activity and an 
improvement in business conditions, 
The prevailing spirit in the southeast 
is tempered optimism.” 

This is the statement of Carroll E, 
Williams, construction news editor of 
the Manufacturers Record, Baltimore, 
who is visiting Atlanta, one of many 
cities he will survey on a general tour 
of the states from Maryland to Texas, 
for that paper. 

Pessimism Absent. 

Mr. Williams reports that there is 
no evidence of pessimism on the part 
of manufacturers who confidently are 
going forward with big expansion pro- 
grams, content that the consuming 
power of the south is steadily mouni- 
ing as the earning capacity of its peo- 
ple grows. Other optimistie factors 
are the opportunities for development 
of a big export trade with the coun- 
tries to the south of us, particularly 
in Central and South America, and 
also for the distribution of southern- 
made products through Atlantic and 
Gulf ports via the Panama Canal to 
the west coast. He was greatly im- 
pressed by the big amount of build- 
ing activity under way and proposed 
in Atlanta, and reported a big volume 
of construction work under way and 
soon to be started in the Atlanta trade 
territory. 4 

“Never in the history of this coun- 
try, and perhaps never before in the 
history of any other country,” Mr, 
Williams stated, “has there been un- 
dertaken such a movement of indus- 
try from one section to another ag 
now marks the trek of industry frem 
the north and the east to the south. 
rhe eyes of the nation are upon the 
south as never before. Northern and 
eastern manufacturers, harassed by 
unwise legislative measures, high taxes 
that probably will go higher, lack of 
public support and perplexing labor 
problems, look to the south as the 
land of promise. These industries, 
casting about for possible sites, will lo- 
cate where they are wanted. 


Attitude of Public. 


“While low taxes, plentiful labor, 
good sites near sources of raw mas 
terials, nearness to the consuming 
markets, favorable power rates, ete., 
are drawing cards I believe that more 
important than any of these is the at- 
titude the publig assumes toward in- 
dustries. The public must make it 
clear that it wauts industries, that it 
is industry-minded, appreciates the 
values to the community of payrolls 
and will do everything possible to 
foster helpful legislation, reasonable 
taxes, etc. 

“One of the most potent factors in 
the development of industries on a big 
scale is the building of improved hizh- 
ways. It is to be hoped that for the 
good of Georgia and, for that matter, 


of the entire southeast. that the state 


votes a bond issue to finance the con- 
struction of a state system of roads, 
Such a system would do more than any 
other one thing for industrial expane 
sion. It would further the decentrali- 
zation of industry and make possible 
the building of new plants in small 
communities and rural sections where 
your people do not now have the op- 
portunity of engaging in industrial 
pursuits, 
Demand for Farm Products. 

_ “This would mean payrolls, which 
in turn would bring about a greater 
demand for products of the farm, and 
this in turn would greatly influence 
crop diversification. Industrial work- 
ers require truck crops in_ great 
amounts, and also milk, cheese and 
butter, so along with crop diversifica- 
tion should go the building up of a 
large dairying and poultry industry, 
Prosperity would be made more gen- 
eral, since agricultural prosperity goes 
hand in hand with industrial advances *

“Fortunately, the power companies 
of the southeast have built a network 
of high power transmission lines over 
big areas now without adequate, im- 
proved, connected systems of highways.

Assertions circulated here that con- 
siderable basis exists for possibly one 
of the liveliest crop scares met with 
in a generation are explained as due 
te reports indicating the winter now 
drawing to a close has been exception- 
ally severe north of the equator the 
world over, with lowest temperatures 
known in a hundred years or more for 
the greater part of Europe. In this 
connection, it is further pointed out 
that although uneasiness about the 
wheat crop outlook in the United 
States is not unusual at this time of 
year, European experts have seldom 
heretofore expressed fears of damave 
at such a period. About all, however, 
that the best authorities say can he 
definitely announced at present con- 
cerning what effect the abnormal wide- 
spread low temperatures will have on 
winter crops is that conditions have 
not been favorable, and that this ap- 
plies to around 100,000,000 acres, of 
which 40,000,000 acres are in the Unit- 
ed States. 

Traders friendly to higher prices 
for wheat are just now stressing ree- 
ords of the four years previous to the 
1928-1929 season showing that wheat 
bought during the last part of Febru- 
arv and held for any considerable time 
has returned a profit to the buver. 
In 1927-28, the profit amounted to Se 
a bushel and in 1926-27 to about lhe, 
Attention is also being drawn to the 
fact that this season the workl’s ship- 
ments :of wheat have reached a total 
weekly aggregate unequaled hereto- 
fore in the history of the grain trade. 
As against these factors, nevertheless, 
there is no denying that the wheat 
market of late has almost dailv heen 
breaking the season's high-price rec- 
ord, that arrivals of wheat at domestic 
terminals are heavy, and that the Unit- 
el States wheat visible supply. 4l- 
thongh decreasing, is still 49,000,000 
bushels more than the total a year 
ago.

Washington Birthnight Balls 
Featured in Interesting Story 


ton birthnight balls, by Lois Goodwin 
Greer, state vice regent of Vermont, 
quoted from the February issue of 
the D. A. R. magazine, will be of 
wide interest to D. A. R. readers. 
Today Washington's’ birthday is 
celebrated in various ways—but in 


the budding days of our republie our 
forefathers were inclined to stick to 
a more conservative form of amuse- 
ment, ‘They chose to celebrate the 
birth of prominent men of that period 
by giving shortly following the close 
of the revolutionary war not a birth- 
day, but a brilliant ball. 

The first ball was given by resi- 
dents of the city of Alexandria, Va., 
and was held in Gadsby’s Tavern, 
one of the famous hostelries of that 
period. It was located on the turnpike 
over which poured the stream of traf- 
fic from Richmond and the south to 
Philadelphia, then the capital. It was 
a large, three-story brick building 
having 20 rooms and a remarkably 
good stock of old liquors for its 
patrons. Mine host, however, jealous- 
ly guarded the reputation of his house 
and frequently posted notices to the 
effect that order and propriety would 
be preserved at all times, and for the 
more effective carrying this intention 
into execution he declared that there 
should be no species of gambling what- 
soever in the tavern, 

Mount Vernon. 


His establishment became the fa- 
vorite stopping place of the distin- 
guished men of the country who were 
journeying to the’ capital, or who 
sought Washington at his home in 
Mount Vernon, but eight miles dis- 
tant. Therefore, it was quite fitting 
that the first birthnight ball in hon- 
or of the father of our country 
should be held in this tavern which, 
like its contemporaries, was furnished 
with a spacious assembly room, Some 
years ago the assembly room was tak- 
en from the old tavern and installed 
in the American wing of the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art. It has been 
furnished in a manner appropriate to 
the period, and is one of the most 
beautiful interiors on that floor. 

It requires no great imagination 
to conjure up the colorful picture of 
that first birthnight ball. The gleam- 
ng shoulders, powdered wigs, and 
black patches of the ladies were a 
foil for the velvets and satins of the 
opposite sex; there ‘were groups of 
the most famous beanties of the day, 
who distinguished themselves by bind- 
ing their hair with bandeaux upon 
which were embroidered “Long Live 
the President.” The graceful minuet 
which Washington led with Mrs. 
Washington was his favorite dance. 
The soft glow of hundreds of flicker- 
ing candles, the color and beauty, the 
courtly manners of the times and the 
glamour of coquetry and the chivalry 
lent a charm to the scene which

Singularly enough, the last birth 
night ball which Washington attended 
was held in the same place as the 
first one given in his honor—in the 
Alexandria assembly room.

Points Out State 
Historical Spots 


Mrs. W. E. Yeatman, chairman, 
“Preservation of Historic Spots,” for 
Brunswick chapter, D. A. R., points 
out as follows: 

Fort Fredericka.—Unobtrusive and 
almost hidden under the moss garland- 
ed live oaks, stand the tabby ruins 
of Fort Frederica on the west side 
of St. Simons’ island. They recall 
to memory the history of the pic- 


fense, held in Washington, D. C.. 
January 20, 30 and 31, under the 
cochairmanship of the Daughters of 


the American Revolution and the aux- 
iliary. 


turesque days of Oglethorpe as far 
back as 1735. At this point, which 
commanded the entrance to the Alta- 
maha river, the general found an ideal 
site to be fortified. Here he built 
a fort as a defense against the Span- 
iards for the infant colony of Geor- 
gia. Today, amid an entanglement 
of vines, may be seen some of the very 
guns that were used to turn back the 
invaders. 

On the outer wall may be read the 
following inscription: Oglethorpe: 
“This remnant is all that time has 
spared -of the citadel of the town of 
Frederica, built by General Ogle- 
thorpe, A. 1735, as an outpost 
against the Spaniards in Florida. 
Presented by the Georgia Society of 
Colonial Dames of America, 1904.” 


Lucian Lamar Knight is authority 
for the statement that during “the 
revolution the British troops well-nigh 
completed the spoilation of time.” 
Fannie Kemble wrote of this interest- 
ing and treasured relic a “gray walls 
compassionately, cloaked with a thou- 
sand graceful creepers.” 

Bloody Marsh—Cardinalis. cardin- 
alis, cardinalis! One wonders as she 
yazes out at the great expanse of 


‘ 


red, red, cassena berries topping the 
grasses around Bloody Marsh mom- 
ment on St. Simon’s island, if nature 
were not significantly endeavoring to 
record the facts of that historie spot. 
There it was that by a phenomenal 
victory over the hoards of Spaniards 
General Oglethorpe with a mere hand- 
ful of men, ended the Castilian dream 
of North American domination. That 
battle must indeed have been a bloody 
one, for we read: “The English con- 
cealed themselves in the thicket and 
fired upon the Spaniards with deadly 
effect, forcing them back to the sea- 
shore and lining the marsh with dead 
and dying.” A handsome granite me- 
morial, erected in 1913 by “The Geor- 
gia Society “9 ened Dames of 

erica’ and the Georgia Society of 
Colonial Wars,” bears this inscrip- 
tion. 

‘‘We are resolved not to suffer defeat. 
We will rather die like Leonidas and his 
Spartans, if we can but protect Georgia 
and the Carolinas and the rest of the 
Americans from _ resolation.’’

Senator Capper has placed the 
country in his debt by offering his res- 
olution to forbid the shipment of arms 


and munitions to countries embark- 
ing upon an aggressive war. By so 
doing he has given us a focus for the 
discussion of the question as to what 
we shall do with the Kellogg pact, 
now that we have it. Representative 
Porter offers to go still further and 
prohibit the shipment of arms to any 
country where internal violence or in- 
ternational conflict is threatened. 
Both of these moves are described 
as attempts to “put teeth in the Kel- 
logg pact.” Their aim is to supply 
something in the way of sanctions or 
means of enforcement of the obliga- 
tion assumed by the nations under 
that document. Those obligations re- 
main merely moral so long as no meth- 
od is provided for enforcing them. 
But it was the pure and simple mo- 
rality of the Kellogg pact that was to 
give it its great power. The very 
absence of sanctions, or even of a 
definition of an aggressor, was an ele- 
ment of its strength. Certainly, re- 
gardless of the moral question, the 
absence of definition and sanction 
was a real factor in securing the ad- 


Perforce, therefore, we must buy 
our wares in our own protected mar- 
kets and what we produce in our 
fields, forests and factories for sale 
should be equally protected. And that 
demand has got to be satisfied by any 
just administration.

What is giving the congressmen

The aim of both the Capper and 
the Porter proposals is excellent. The 
desire to cut down the hazard of war, 
with its attendant horrors, finds an 
immediate response in the sentiment 
of all right-thinking men. But these 
resolutions oversimplify the matter. 
They put the cart before the horse. 
They are attempting to back inte 
peace. . 

They put the president in the posi- 
tion of a liceman who comes upon 
two men fighting in the street. But 
the president, unlike the policeman, 
must decide forthwith which one is in 
the wrong and hold him helpless while 
the other wrecks vengeance. ‘The 
world does not need that kind of jus 
tice. No honest president would want 
to assume that kind of a responsi- 
bility. 

The policeman takes the two brawl- 
ers to a court where their respective 
guilt is judicially appraised and pun- 
ishment meted out accordingly.

Captain Sirmon Tells 
How 82nd Suffered and 
Died During Final Days

of War. 


Captain Sirmon, erstwhile 
member of the A. E. F., of At- 
lanta’s own 82nd division, this 
week concludes his diary of 
his life as a soldier of the 
great war. 

He takes us, in vivid grip- 
ping phrase, through those 
closing September days when 
Georgia boys, of the 325th in- 
fantry, fought and died in the 
closing hours of the tremen- 
dous conflict. He tells how, 
the soldier's work over, they 
left the securing of everlast- 
ing peace to the statesmen, 
wondering if it could be ac- 
complished, but driving the 
thought of war and suffering 
from their minds. 

Answering the great ques- 
fion, Captain Sirmon himself 
writes, on November 12, 1918, 
the day after the signing of 
the armistice: 

“Damned if | know. For my 
part | am going out and cele- 
brate.” 

October 2st, The Front.—We_ re- 
lieved the front line battalion 
night. The relief was aecconiplished 
Without casualties, but it gave me 
heart failure several times. Most of 
the carrying parties bringing food 
and AmMMuUnifion come up at night.

Declaring that he answered every 
question asked him by the bond com- 
mittee before which he appeared Wed- 
nesday atfternoon, stating that news 
stories and editorials predicated on re- 
sults of the session have created an 
“erroneous impression” and praising 
progress of the Atlanta school system, 
Willis A. Sutton, superintendent of 
city schools, Saturday issued the fol- 
lowing statement regarding the situa- 
tion : 

K:ditor Constitution: Knowing your 
interest in school affairs and realizing 
that it is your desire to be fair and 


generous to all those who are making 
an effort to further the progress and 
prosperity of our city, I wish to call 
your attention to the report of the 
meeting of the bond committee which 
appeared in your columns on last 
Thursday morning, and also to an edi- 
torial appearing in The Constitution 
of Friday. ‘The headlives of this re- 
port gave an entirely erroneous im- 
pression of my intention at the meet- 
ing in question, 

I thought that my appearance be- 
fore this committee was largely to dis- 
cuss the needs of the schools as out- 
lined in our request for additional 
bond money submitted to this commit- 
tee. I learned upon. attending the 
meeting that I had been called to give 
a solution of the financial difficulties 
that beset the schools of Atlanta. I 
simply stated at the outset of this 
meeting that in view of the fact that 
the superintendent of schools is the 
executive officer of the board of edu- 
cation, and in view of the further fact 


and by many foreign countries as hee 


ing unusually well adapted te our come 
munity and to progressive communie 
ties of the nation. The organiza- 
tion and development of such a sys- 
tem, embracing in its teaching staff, 
its administrative department anil 
its student body more than 
60,000 people, has been no small 
gifort. The growth, prosperity and ad. 
vancement of our city depend upon 
the ongoing of its educational system. 
While recognizing this principle, I also 
fully recognize that there are other de- 
partments of the city government as 
essential to the development of a great 
city. To work in cooperation with 
them has been my aim. , 
_I realize as fully as anrone in the 
city that every effort should be made 
to clear the way for a solution of 
the financial problems of the city. 
These problems are not confined to 
the school department alone. Nor have 
these problems been brought about en- 
tirely by the needs of a progressive 
educational system. The need of ad- 
ditional revenue for the city of At- 
lanta is as keenly felt in other de 
partments as in that of the schools. 
I agree with you thoroughly that the 
solution of the city’s financial prob- 
lems must be found before additional 
bonds can be issued. To this solu- 
tion I pledze my best efforts, and I 
desire that these efforts shall be made 
in such a way as to bring about har- 
mony, and for that purpose and for 
that alone I felt, and still feel, that 
the committee appointed to handle thi# 
problem is the legally constituted au- 
thority and that it should not be ham- 
pered in its operations by any sug- 
gestion made by me or anyone else, 
and that on the other hand. the head 
of every department in the entire city 
should be in a position to give to what- 
ever solution this committee may ree- 
ommend its enthusiastic support. 

Having placed these facts before you 
and knowing the fairness with which 
you deal with publie problems. I am 
sure that you will be delighted to 
do your best to see that the injustice 
which I feel has been done to me 
through your editorial and news story 
is righted. Sincerely yours, 


that a composite committee appointed 
by the board of education, the finance 
committee of city council and the may- 
or of the city of Atlanta had been di- 
rectly charged with the duty of find- 
ing a solution for the financial condi-

I answered every question that the 
committee asked me, was delighted to 
do so, and would have continued to 
give any and all information possible 
in my power. The editorial in ques- 
tion was in all probability based upon 
this report and severely and unjustly 
eriticized me for withholding informa- 
tion from this committee. I have no 
desire to get into any controversy. I 
am willing to grant the best of mo- 
tives to this committee and to all con- 
cerned. I realize fully and deeply 
that to excite or stir the people by any 
kind of animosities would injure the 
progress of the city. I realize that 
no bond issue can be carried in At- 
lanta without thorough support of the 
city government and without thorough 
support of every department of the 
city schools and the citizenry in gen- 
eral. I deeply deplore the injection 
into this issue any comparisons be- 
tween school systems in our county 
and regret that any effort has been 
made to discredit our own school 
system by any comparison with that 
of others. I rejoice in the splendid 
record made by any school system in 
our state or nation.

The Jute Cloth Menace 


Editor The Constitution: The cot- 
ton growing and cotton textile indus- 
tries in this country are being se- 
riously menaced by the rapid increase 
of jute cloth and bagging which is 
allowed practically free entry into the 
United States. In 1892 the total im- 
ports of raw jute and jute products 
amounted to only 260 million pounds, 
and now average approximately one 
billion pounds per annum. In 1927 
the imports of jute cloth amounted 
to 1.052,650,000 yards, which exceed- 
ed the entire output of heavy cotton 
cloth by our domestic cotton mills of 
osnaburgs, duck, drillings and sheet- 
ings. ‘These enormous imports of jute 
displace the consumptive require- 
ments for one and a half million bales 
of American cotton, 

If cotton could rightly take the 
place of the enormous imports of jute, 
it would largely increase the domes- 
tic consumption of raw cotton, put- 
ting into active operation 5,000,000 
spindles, give employment to thous- 
ands of mill operators and materially 
increase the price of low grade cotton. 
Relief from this jute octonus can only 
be had by congressional action in 
placing a protective duty on jute im- 
ports high enough to insure the use 
of raw cotton. This relief can be 
had if the bill of Senator Joseph E. 
Ransdell, of Louisiana, now pending 
In congress, providing a suitable im- 
port duty on jute and jute products, 
is enacted into law. 

The large American manufacturers 
of jute cloth and bagging have trans- 
ferred their factories to Calcutta, In- 
dia, and there with cheap labor and 
cheap fiber are importing their prod- 
ucts practically free into this coun- 
try in direct and successful competi- 
tion with American cotton and Amer- 
ican textile industries. Jute imports 
and other competitive fibers entering 
the United States are equal to the pro- 
duction of lint cotton on six million 
acres of land and force a large in- 
crease in the excessive exportable sur- 
plus of the staple.

Editor Constitution: The best cot- 
ton wrapping for a bale of cotton 1s 
‘96 ounces to the yard” and 12 yards 
to the bale, A cotton mill superin- 
tendent tells me at 20c cotton this 
will cost 30c per yard, or $3.60 per 
bale. Its weight per bale would be 12 
pounds. He laso states that under 
the praesent “hookup” of cotton mills 
for them to make cotton bagging re- 
quires “17 to 18 processes.” 

But special mills to make cotton 
bagging only can be installed to use 
only “7 to 8 processes.” I paid the 
gin for jute bagging this season $1.20 
per bale. Hixcept in cotton, all other 
articles sold in commerce the buyer 
pays the cost of packing, bagging and 
boxing The farmer pays the cost oi 
ginning, bagging and ties. The buyer 
of the cotton deducts 6 per cent trom 
the market price, or 30 pounds on a 
500-pound bale, as tare for weight of 
“bagging and ties.” We apparently 
cet paid for “gross weight,” but we 
don’t, we are paid for only 470 pounds 
out of a 500-pound bale. If the buyer 
sells my bale of cotton to Europe he 
allows the English buyer 6 per cent 
deduction for “tare,” or 30 pounds, 
which he secured from us farmers.

The Georgia Cause and Cure ofthe multilateral treaty «was explain- 


War Conference has called a meeting 
for Wednesday, February 20, at 10 
oclock in the palm room of the At- 
lanta Woman’s club, for the purposes 
of setting up a permanent leadership 
—of hearing reports from the nation- 
al conference and for the discussion 
of future plans. 

The 11 participating organizations, 
sending delegates to this meeting are: 
American Federation of Labor, Asso- 
ciation of University Women, Coun- 
cil of Women for Home Mission, Fed- 
eration of Woman's Boards of For- 
eign Missic.s of North America, 
Georgia Federation of Women’s elubs, 
Georgia Council of Jewish Women, 
Georgia League of Women Voters, 
Georgia Peace society, Woman's 
Christian Temperance union, Wom- 
en's Trade Union league members in 
Georgia and Young Women’s Chris- 
tian association, of Georgia. Each 
organization is requested to send 
three members of its body as well as 
its president. Anyone else who is 
interested in , the objectives of the 
conference is welcome to come to hear 
the reports and to share in the re- 
sults. 

The purposes of the conference are 
to disperse information, to present 
facts, to stimulate study groups, and 
to organize the sentiment of the state 
and to show the people not only how 
to express their opinions. but how ef- 
fective the opinion is, when expressed.

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The Stories of Some Intrepid American Warriors Whom Fame Has Passed Ry

MERICANS.” said an eminent Eng- 
lish observer, ‘are clearly a sep- 
arate race. So far as I know, they 
are the only people in the world a 
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through without the unusual qualities of 
Washington, that is plain enough; and 
again end again it would have gone on the 
finaneial rocks, but for the clever men who 
enabled it to claw off. 

Of these the greatest was a Jew who had 
come to America from Poland. 

Haym Salomon was the fairy godfather 

of the revolutionary movement; also, the 
original American go-getter. Not for pay 
or for any sordid interest—for pure love 
of the cause. He had come to New York 
when young and had vrospered greatly 
there as merchant and broker. Hence his 
natural interests were on the side of the 
British, but at the beginning of the row he 
cast away all coneern for himself, became 
an ardent patriot, and for anti-British 
activities was imprisoned in a loathsome 
dungeon called the Provost, that steod in 
what is now New York City Hall Park. 
. The barbarities he suffered there perma- 
nently shattered his health. When he was 
released it was to be rearrested on a charge 
that he had conspired with Washington 
to fire the British fleet and stores. There 
Was no evidence against him, but in those 
days evidence on such a charge was super- 
fluous. A handy court-martial sentenced 
him to be shot. Just in time to escape that 
attention, he escaped from prison. He had 
bribed his jailer. 

He made his way to Philadelphia and be- 
came the real financier of the American 
cause, Whenever Robert Morris was at his 
wits’ end in his perpetual chase for the 
elusive dollar, he would call for Salomon. 
and Salomon would go out and produce the 
gold. He never failed. He cashed the gov- 
ernment’s notes, indorsed the government's 
bills of exchange, financed unpaid officers 
and penniless statesmen. 


He was fiscal agent for France and pay- 
master general for the whole French army 
—gratuitously. He kept Madison and other 
members of the Constitutional Convention 
from plain starvation. He did the most 
prodigious stunts in financiering and never 
asked a thing for himself—not even thanks 
or recognition. When he died it was found 
that he had advanced to his adopted coun- 
try what was for those times the staggering 
sum of $658,000 amd so saved the Republic 
The next time we get around to erect a 
monument to a Revolutionary hero I hope 
is it will be to him. 


WILLIAM CRAWFORD. 


Born in Berkeley County, Virginia, 1732. 
In his boyhood he and his brothers were 
playmates of Washington. In 1755 he went 
with the Braddock expedition and had his 
full share of the disastrous battle. After 
the peace he settled with his family op- 
posite the present town of Connelisville. 
Pa. There Washington visited him, and 
the two made a long river excursion, pick- 
ing out soldiers’ bounty lands granted by 
the Legislature. He also entertained hos- 
pitably a young Pennsylvanian named Si- 
mon Girty, whom he regarded as his friend. 

May 16, 1775, being a member of a pa- 
triotic convention at Pittsburgh, he distin- 
guished himself by his bold stand for com- 
plete American independence. He raised a 
regiment for the Revolutionary army, was 
colonel of the 7th Virginia, fought at Long 
Island, Trenton and Princeton, and then 
was sent to organize defense in the western 
frentier country. 


Condtions prevailed in that wnlucky re- 
gion to make Burke's descritpion of the 
Carnatic under Hyder Ali seem tame and 
drab. The British claimed everything west 
of the Alleghanies as undisputed British 
territory, and from their posts, especially 
from Detroit, carried on for years a merci- 
Jess and barbarous war; not against troops, 
but against unprotected farmers. 


For this work they enlisted the Indians, 
with inevitable results. From Ohio to mid- 
die Virginia was nothing but horror. 


The chief engineer in these operations 
was one Henry Hamilton, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor of the province and British command- 
er at Detroit... He organized the scalping 
parties, sent them out and kept a de- 
pendable market for their produce—$20 
minimum for each scalp, man's, woman's 
or child's. Under such auspices murder be- 
came a standardized industry and prospered 
greatly. When a party would return with 
an unusually good crop of scalps, Hamilton 
would receive it with salvos of artillerv and 
gracious festivities. George Rogers Clark, 
who captured him at Vincennes on February 
23, 1779, called him “hair-buver general’ 
and “murderer” and was half minded to 
hang him on the spet, but instead sent him 
closely guarded to Williamsburg, then the 
capital of Virginia. 


The chief function of the guard was to 
keep him from being lynched on the way. 
At Williamsburg he was chained up, the in- 
tention being to view him as a criminal. He 
Neatly sustained the adage by whining and 
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The Battle of Princeton 
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squaliing incessantly about his treatment, 
until Washington, being appealed to, ruied 
that he was a prisoner of war and must 
be treated accordingly. Im consequence he 
was paroled, violated his pale ‘in effect) in 
twenty-four hours, went to New York, and 
thence got to England. 

Then the British government certified te 
the worst that had been said of it by 
making him Governor of Quebec. Luckily, 


he died before he could further demon- 
strate his peculiar theories of warfare. 


These were the conditions that confront- 
ed Crawford—a vast region. dense forests, 
great numbers of savages organized to kill, 
and his own forces so small they seemed 
merely comical. He set himself to the 
work and began to restore order. 


The most active and crue) of the Indians 
were the Wyandots, who had a chief town 
at Upper Sandusky. In 1782, Crawford or- 
ganized an expedition to attack and de- 
stroy this hotbed of trouble. He led a 
small force through the woods, and after 
a desperate march came to Upper Sen- 
dusky, to find it abandoned. The British 
had heard of his coming and sent two 
companies of regulars with all the Indians 
they could collect to cut him off. 


Far outnumbered and opposed with ar- 
tillery, he started on his return. fighting all 
the way. The story of that retreat stands 
out in all the dreadful. histery of the time. 
One day Crawford discovered that his son, 
his son-in-law and his nephew were miss- 
ing. He‘ dropped behind to look for them 
and was snapped up by the enemy. 

With him was Dr. Knight. surgeon of 
the expedition, who subsequently escaped 
and told of Crawford's fate. Again, it is 
better to be chary of details. The Indians 
stripped him, painted him black. fastened 
him to a stake, but so that he could walk 
around it, and then slowly tortured him to 
death with fire, taking hours at the work. 
Standing by was Simon Girtyv, now rene- 
gade Tory and a power among the Indians. 

I don't know anything that better reveals 
the intensity of the passions that attended 
the Revolutionary struggle than what came 
next. Crawford, slowlv roasting to death, 
asked Girty to shoot him that there might 
be an end to his misery. Girtyv scornfully 
refused and continued to watch the spec- 
tacle as if he enjoyed it. Then. according 
to Knight, who was bound to another post 
near by and expecting the same fate, the 
doeomed man prayed ferventiv, and there- 


after seemed to feel no pain. Life was ex- 
tinet at sunset. 


STOUT OLD ALECK McDOUGALL. 


He was a printer and the earliest practi- 
tioner of expose journalism. When the 
trouble began with the British government 
he was one of the first of the Sons of 
Liberty. The New York Legislature, being 
at that time twenty-to-one Tory, or Boot- 
licker, passed at the command of the au- 
thorities a series of laws swindling the peo- 
ple and curtailing their rights. New York 
City bristled one morning with hand bills 
revealing the true nature of these laws, 
blistering the Legislature and calling a mass 
meeting to protest. The meeting was held, 
adopted resolutions and pilloried the Leg- 
islature. 

The Legisiature in a fury formally de- 
nounced the hand bill as sedition and 
started after its unknown author. The man 
that had printed it took fright and be- 
trayed McDougall as the writer. 

He was arrested and brought to book on 
a charge of seditious libel. He looked his 
accusers in the face and invited them to go 
out in the woods and climb trees. They 
slammed him into jail, thereby conferring 
upon him as the first person to suffer im- 
prisonment for the American cause. The 
people rose at this, paraded in front of the 
jail, sang hymns under his window, filled 
his cell with delicacies and admiring trib- 
utes. drank to his health and wore swords 
inscribed with his name. 

In the face of this manifestation the au- 
thorities stopped the march gallowsward 
and. as soon as their faces were saved, let 
their prisoner out. He placidiy resumed 
business as a first-class Son of Liberty. 


When the war opened he raised a body of 


troops. was chosen to command it, de- 
veloped an unaccountable genius for sol- 
diering, was at the Battle of Long Island, 


superintended the removal of the army to 
the main land. distinguished himself in 
many actions. He was in command of the 
American forces around New York City at 
the time of Salomon’s escape. in which he 
actively assisted. With Kosciusko he forti- 
fied the Highlands. He was the first Secre- 
tarv of the Navy. 

The full story of his picturesque career 
would carry a curious picture of life as it 


was in turbulent and Tory-ridden New 
York. 
OLD DAN MORGAN. 
About the middle of the eighteenth cen- 


tury there was living near Winches'ter, \Va., 


a young woman named Abrigail Bailey, of 
whom one might well wish we knew more. 
She was the daughter of a farmer and is 
said to have been a good looker. Wise she 
certainly was; also possessed of a singular 
power or gift to mend broken lives and 
make them go again. She mended one in 
her neighborhood about 1765 and thereby 
performed for the cause of democratic gov- 
ernment and the progress of the race a 
service that ought to make her immortal. 


When Braddock was preparing for his 
march upon Fort Duquesne, a stalwart 
voung fellow that owned a team of horses 
and a wagon volunteered to go along as 
teamster. He said his name was Daniel 
Morgan, and that he had been born in New 
Jersey or Pennsylvania, he did not know 
which.

This 
brought him to the attention of George 
Washington, who, with other outfitting, had 
an excellent memory. 


When the next expedition was organized, 
this same Morgan was on hand again, to 
go along—this time as a soldier—and was 
welcomed with joy. He not only knew how 
to manage horses, but how to fight In- 
dians; no man better. He was assigned to

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Linking the Americas By Air 


From Panama to the Horn, From the Rocky Coasts of Chile to Rio and Buenos Aires, a Network of 
Air Lanes Soon Will Cross South America, and, Connecting With Lines From the United 
States, Will Do Much to Bring About Greater Pan-American Unity 


BY EDWIN 8S. McINTOSH 


HE dream of the Americas of an 
intercontinental railway system 
whose rails of steel would bind the 
continents more closely — the 
dream of many years—has virtually van- 
ished. Intensive study of the problems in- 
volved, the great and vast amount of cap- 
ital required without prospect of adequate 
return, in recent years have convinced even 
the most visionary of engineers that the 
undertaking is highly impractical. 

But as that empirical project tumbles to 
the scrap heap, North and South America 
are finding a newer and swifter means of 
communication which apparently within a 
matter of months will have brought them 
closer than the Pan-American railway could 
ever have done. 

The Americas are looking skyward. By 
means of air transport Miami already is 
much more than next door neighbor to 
Panama and it is predicted that another 
year will see Washington only seventy-two 
hours from Buenos Aires. The journey from 
the capital of the United States to the cap- 
ital of the Argentine by steamship today 
requires fourteen to seventeen days, and by 
rail it hardly could have been much less. 

When Postmaster General Harry New in- 
augurated the air route from Miami to Pan- 
ama, the establishment of quick transport 
between the United States and her inter- 
ests in the Canal Zone was, of course, an 
event of major importance. It was a mar- 
vel of commercial aviation, exciting and en- 
tertaining to contemplate, and useful as 
well. But there is every reason to believe 
that before long the public's visualization of 
the air journey from Miami to Panama will 
have lost its thrill in the picture of greater 
and even more adventurous achievement. 


We shall be thinking in terms of Miami- 
to-Lima and Miami-to-Valparaiso. Cristo- 
bal and Balboa will have become important 
junction points on the air roads to Rio 
and Buenos Aires, Like eager fingers the 


air lines of South America are reaching 
northward to make contact with the farth- 
est-south routes of the United States. 

All South America is becoming air-mind- 
ed. With the cooperation of national gov- 
ernments and private capital, new lines are 
linking the major cities and bringing out- 
lying provinces within reaching distance of 
the trade centers. 


In South America aviation is regarded 
as—and is—something more vital to the 
commercial and social life of her people 


than is the case in the United States. If 
one is in a terrific hurry, or is looking for 


excitement on his journey in the United 


States, he takes a plane. But it isn't 
necessary, for overnight one can go almost 
half way across the continent by rail. 
But in South America it is quite differ- 
ent. Railroads covering long distances are 
few and motor highways are not much more 
numerous. What would be a short rail trip 
here often is a matter of weeks of travel

in South America—across country, with 
pack animals, or upon slow steamers cours- 
ing her endless rivers. So the airplane has 


come as an indispensable factor in the so- 
cial and economic scheme of things. 


European capital was quick to foresee 
this, and since the war has used the pro- 
motion of South American air routes to a 
very considerable extent as an entering 
wedge with which to regain trade lost to 
North America during the conflict. The 
advantage lies not in the transportation of 
goods by air, but in favorable contacts and 
in the reciprocal value of a real service 
rendered. The United States has been 
tardy in seizing a similar advantage, but 
in the last vear or two has begun to offer 
competition to European aviation com- 
panies. The Miami-Panama air mail con- 
tract between our government and the Pan- 
American Airways provides routes which 
sweep the entire block of Central American 
republics from Yucatan to the Canal. 

An augury of the success of this line may 
be found in the traffic of that company's 
West Indian route to Cuba, Hayti, Santo 
Domingo and Porto Rico, opened a few 
weeks earlier. Within two weeks after the 
first plane made the flight, six planes a 
day were booked nearly two weeks ahead. 
Here again the element of time rather than 
distance is conquered. 


The same company has under mail con- 
tract and in process of organization exten- 
sion routes from both Panama and the 
West Indies along the northern coast of 
South America as far south as Paramaribo, 
in Dutch Guiana. 


From Panama the route lies through the 
coast cities of Colombia and Venezuela to 
Port of Spain, Trinidad, where it is join- 
ed by the West Indian route, swinging 
southward from Porto Rico through 
Gaudeloupe and Martinique of the Wind- 
wards and touching at Georgetown. in 
British Guiana, on the way to Paramaribo. 
The company expects to place its ten-pas- 
senger amphibians in operation over these 
routes soon. 

Rapidly the development of air trea: s- 
portation is leaping along both the east 
and the west coasts. Routes along the 
great shoulder of Brazil have been survev- 
ed through Para, Maranhao and Natal to 
Pernambuco, where they join the most pre- 
tentious of all international air routes so 
far undertaken—the line of the Letecoere 
company, which has the Aero Postale con- 
tract of France and ultimately is to con- 
nect Paris and Buenos Aires. 

Already Letecoere planes are operating 
regularly from Toulouse to Dakar. in Sen- 
egal, West Africa, whence mail and cargo 
are carried by fast ships to Pernambuco. 
From Pernambuco to Rio de Janeiro. air 
operations are still in an experimental 
Stage, but apparently completely certain of 
success as soon as landing fields and bases 
of supply have been sufficiently developed. 


Letecoere plans presently to complete the 


air link by substitution of trans-Atlantic 
planes for steamship service, using the

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Escaping the Bars of Justice 


Neither Jail Nor Prison Could Hold These Killers 
Who Got Away Three Times 


ES] NCE upon a time justice had with- 
(GAB) in the steel walls of the new and 
Py a very up-to-date Stateville prison, 
© near Joliet, Ill., a certain group of 
seven criminals. Naturally enough, it was 
the expectation of the general public that 
these desperadoes would remain in this 
model American stronghold until such time 
as justice saw fit to release them. 

But justice, somehow, couldn't seem to 
hold these men, for all the steel walls and 
ultra-modern equipment at Stateville. 
Their entrance within those walls, rather 
than writing finis to their separate stories, 
was but the opening chapter of a new serial 
of violence and bloodshed. ‘Three escapes 
were effected within about a year, the first 
time from Stateville’s supposedly escape- 
proof institution, and the other two times 
from the Will county jail near by. 

In the end, four of the original seven 
were hanged.

The Stateville prison had been opened the 
year before and to date no convict had suc- 
ceeded in making good an escape from 
within its walls. Experts had studied the 
best penal institutions of this country and 
Europe and no expense had been spared to 
make Stateville the very last word in 
prisons. 

And yet it was Stateville’s very impregna- 
bility that sowed the seeds of its weakness 
and opened the gate through which seven 
murderers escaped. 

Stateville, located not far from the old 
Joliet prison, is really a community by it- 
self, two and a half miles long and a mile 
and a half wide. The prison plant, com- 
posed of numerous buildings, covers sixty- 
four acres. It is situated on the highest 
spot of the rolling prairie and is surrounded 
by walls three feet higher than any other 
prison in the world. 

The late John L. Whitman, who resigned 


as state superintendent of prisons and had . 


himself made warden of the Joliet state 
prison in order to work on the Stateville 
project, had selected Peter M. Klein, for- 
mer. Chicago police officer and a born labor 
boss, as executive officer. Klein built the 
Stateville prison at a cost of $6,000,000 in 
appropriations and the equivalent of as 
much more in convict labor. . 

And when it was finished, after ten years, 
Deputy Warden Klein was very proud of 
Stateville. An imposing figure of a man, 
he delighted in showing visitors through 
the place and pointing out the various 
features which made it impregnable. 

Among the striving innovations of this 
prison are the cheese-box like cell houses 
radiating from the similarly shaped but 
larger dining hall and assembly room. The 
cell houses have glass roofs and the cell 
doors are of glass, too. Each cell door is 
controlled from a steel cage mounted high 
on a steel shaft in the exact center of the 
building. 

Each of these steel cages is in reality a 
machine gun nest. At any time of the night 
the keeper on guard can light up any cell 
in the house by touching a switch. Each 
cell has sunlight at some hour of the day 
and is equipped with running hot and ccid 
water and other toilet facilities. But it is 
impossible for any inmate to make even the 
most secret movement without being heard. 

“Look at that wall,” Klein would sav to 
his visitors. “Three feet higher than any 
prison wall in the world. Its whole inner 
surface ‘flood-lighted at night. Every inch 
of it in view from top to bottom by guards 
with rifles in bullet-proof shelters. Two 
men to handle each of the two gates at the 
opening in the wall. Three gates, with 
keepers on guard, to be passed in order to 
go-through the main entrance into the ad- 
ministration building. 

“Escape is impossible here. Stupid as 
some of the men are, there is none so stu- 
pid as to believe that he could get out of 
this place, either as an individual or as a 
member of a mutinous mob. It can't be 
done. We have thought of everything.” 

Mechanically, perhaps they had. Mechan- 
ically, perhaps, this was what they claimed 
it to be—an escape-proof prison. But there 
was one loophole which Klein forgot to stop 
up. There was one phase of the problem 
that he missed. He forgot, while he and 
his associates were guarding these men. to 
guard against his own human nature. He 
neglected to guard against over-confidence. 

It was that, really, which brought on his 
own tragic death. 

Klein and his associates had thought out 
everything so thoroughly that they had 
come to believe that by no possible method 
whatever could any convict or group of con- 
victs succeeded in getting through that sup- 


posedly escape-proof system. The deputy 
warden all his life had been handling crim- 
inals and there had evolved in him a sixth 
sense of caution. But this sense had been 
dulled. 


Thus it was that Klein allowed seven of 
the most desperate criminals in the prison, 
alone and unguarded, to come to see him 
in his office at their own request on the 
afternoon of May 5, 1926. 

It is possible that the deputy warden did 
not know exactly who these men were, else 
he might have thought twice about grant- 
ing them permission to see him. The 
seven had been working about in the prison 
yard. They knew the rule that when any 
convict has a complaint to make, he must 


They walked in, looking like any other 
collection of submissive convicts. But as 
the door closed -behind them, Deputy 
Warden Klein discovered that, perhaps, for 
the only time in his life, he had made a 
serious mistake, for before he could stir they 
fell upon him like wolves and hacked him 
to death with scissors and knives. 


Simultaneously they attacked and seri- 
ously wounded Jacob Ludnich, keeper of the 
solitary cell row. Next they overpowered 
two convicts working in an adjoining office 
and locked them in solitary cells. All this 
was done noiselessly—it had to be, else the 
attempt would have failed at once. 

Returning to Klein’s office, they con- 
cealed his body under some furniture, and

be allowcd:to make it personally to’ the 
deputy warden in charge. 

So, very likely without giving the matter 
a second thought, Klein permitted them to 
come to his office in the administration 
building. At the time there were in this 
building, beside the deputy warden, only 
two convicts and a keeper. Klein, secure 
in his confidence, quite positive that no 
inmate would ever dare to attempt what he 
was sure was impossible, sat at his desk 
and awaited the complainants. 

And in they came—Charles Shader, 
Charles. Duchowsky, Bernardo Hoa, Rob- 
erto Torres, Gregorio Rizo, Walter Stalesky 
and James Price. 

Shader, 19 years old, with 200 robberies 
and two murders on his record, had been 
received at Joliet in 1922 and was serving 
life. Duchowski, 28, was serving twenty- 
five years for killing a Chicago policeman. 
Roa, 26, and Torres, 26, were each serving 
life for killing an elevated railrqad ticket 
agent in Chicago in 1924. Rizo, 22, Staleski 
and Price, 23, were serving ten years for 
committing robberies with revolvers. Roa, 
Rizo and Torres were Mexicans. 

All in all, a rather tough group.

James M. Keely, a captain of the guards, 
stood in the vard, watching the convicts at 
work. He was unarmed except for a cane. 
What need that he carry a gun, with every 
watch tower a machine-gun nest Keely, 
like Klein, had great confidence in the sys- 
tem. It could not fail. Everything had 
been thought out to the last detail. 


So he saw nothing suspicious in the fact 
that three convicts should come up to speak 
with him. They strolled up to him and, 
talking swiftly, with the fire of murder in 
their eyes, pressed knives against his sides. 
It all happened before he realized what it 
was about. He was frozen to the spot. 

“Do everything we say,” was the order, 
“or die.” 

Captain Keely nodded and stood where 
he was, awaiting their instructions. He told 
himself that this was the best policy. These 
men were crazy—they'd neved in the world 
be able to get out. In such a situation it 
would have been extremely rash to have at- 
tempted to oppose them. So Keely agreed 
and bided his time. 

In a few moments the other four killers 


appeared and, following his orders, the cap- 
tain led them across the half mile of yard 
to the south gate, where Robert R. Paden 
stood guard. ; 

“I’m taking these ‘cons’ out for road pav~ 
ing,” said Keely. 

Then, still under orders, he telephoned 
for Deputy Warden Klein’s automobile. A 
few minutes later it arrived, driven by John 
Cassidy, a trusty, who served as Warden: 
Whitman's chauffeur. | 

Keely and the seven convicts climbeo, 
aboard and, still driven by Cassidy, the car 
sped away. 

Thus did they escape from this escape- 
proof place. 

It was an hour before the alarm was 
sounded. Two hours after the news was 
flashed out from the prison, Keely and Cas- 
sidy were found shackled to a tree eighty 
miles from Stateville. Later in the day a 
posse engaged five of the fugitives in bat- 
tle at Leonore, Ill. Four of them, Roa, 
Rizo, Torres and Stalesky, were captured. 

Subsequently, Shader and Duchowski 
were also captured. Shader paired off with 
Price but fell off a fast freight while he - 
was asleep. When he regained conscious- 
ness he was a prisoner again. Duchowski 
made his way to the southwest and was 
caught at Nogales, Ariz. Price alone re- 
mained at large. 

The six were tried and convicted of the 
murder of Klein and sentenced to be 
executed. While awaiting the final out- 
come of their legal efforts, they were con- 
fined in the Will county jail. They were 
finally sentenced to die March 11, but 
gained a last minute reprieve. 

Shortly before dawn of March 12 the 
three Mexicans got loose. 

Saws and revolvers had been smuggled 
into their cells and the three men had suc- 
ceeded in cutting through enough bars to 
effect an outlet into the jail corridor. It 
was said that they had drowned the sound 


of the saws by singing and strumming 
guitars. 
Once out in the corridor the Mexicans 


covered the two guards on duty with their 
guns, gagged them and tied them standing 
to the cell bars. They crept a bit further 
down the corridor and overpowered four 
more guards and deputy sheriffs. 

Quickly the ‘three searched for the key 
with which to unlock the cell where Shader, 
Duchowski and Stalesky were confined, but 
this key had been locked up in the prison 
safe. They therefore threw a couple of re- 
volvers to the others and made for the back 
yard of the jail, where they captured Dep- 
uty Sheriff John Krincich and his auto- 
mobile. 

Taking Krincich along with them, they 
dashed away—once again free. 

Sixty miles away, at Indiana Harbor, 
Ind., the machine was wrecked and they 
abandoned it to take a taxicab to Chicago. 
They succeeded in reaching Chicago, but 
the alarm had again been sounded and 
the police were on the lookout. Again the 
fugitives were forced to fight for their 
livés—but again one of them escaped. 

In this gun battle Policeman Leo Grant 
was shot through the abdomen and died 
soon afterward. Another officer was shot 
through the leg. As the killers jumped from 
the machine Sergeant John Klaske succeed- 
ed in plugging Rizo neatly under the heart. 
Torres got away, but was arrested subse- 
quently in Chicago. Roa _ succeeded in 
eluding all pursuit. 

Rizo, though badly 
Sufficiently to 
escape. 

Torres in a supposed confession sdid that 
“it cost us $1,500 to get out.” This state- 
ment caused considerable trouble among the 
officials of Will county. The investigation 
also brought about the arrest of two young

women, Juanita Gallardo and Rose 
Knighter, sweethearts of Roa and the 
wounded Rizo. They had visited the jail 


frequently. 

The three prisoners left behind in the 
county jail succeeded in holding off the law 
officers for a while, but capitulated when 
the guards began throwing tear bombs into 
their cells. 

The third escape occurred June 13. 1927. 

In this attempt, four of the original seven 
took part—Shader, Stalesky, Duchowski and 
Rizo. As they were still waiting for the 
State supreme court to make up its mind 
they were still in the Will county jai, 
which apparently is not to be compared 
with Stateville and its escape-proof system. 

According to the accounts of the escape, 
one of the four had made a key out of a 
beef rib.

The gallant old windjammer has carried an outward 
cargo to San Francisco, maybe, or Sydney, or Nagasaki; and 
she has carried an intermediate cargo thence to some one 
or other of the almost countless ports on the southern Pacific 
Coast. Here she has discharged her coal or her lumber or 
her case oil; and here she has filled up to scupper-deep 
lading with the Chilean product that tound a world-wide 
market—nitrates. Her last bag of freight has been shantied 
aboard with all seemly occasion, as is fitting after a three 
months’ sleep in the placid waters of the Coast, and her 
crew are under sailing orders. 

To-night there will be no spirituous carousals, tor shore- 
going on the Pacific Coast is not encouraged, but the event 
of being homeward bound is to de celebrated according to 
ancient rites. The ceremony will prove an excuse for bum- 
ming a couple ol bottles of grog from the tight-fisted skip- 
per, anyway! Further. it will serve as a happy relaxation 
from much monotonous iabor in cramped surroundings with 
scant rehef from the unvarying drudcery. 

Lying in the tiers. one of a hundred ships of her type, 
maybe, there are the remaining ninety-and-nine to give her 
greeting and a hearty send-off. The ceremony must wait 
until knock-off timne rings, tor nothing is permitted to inter- 
fere with ship-work beyond sudden calamity, which means 
more work, or an infrequent, much-grudged holiday. 

But: after dark, when supper has been served, and the 
evening swim—necessary for purposes of cleanliness as well 
as tor dear enjoyment’s sake—finished and done with, we 
set to, and with all hands tailing on, shanty up the final 
sack again and suspend it at the yard-arm as sign and 
token that at last we are homeward bound! We do it leis- 
urely, that the brave old shanties might ring for prolonged 
minutes across the placid stretches to reach the ears of lis- 
teners in the three-mile distant. lighted, musical town; and 
“Reuben Ranzo, “Boney Was a Warrior.” “Blow the Man 
Down” and many other favorites make the welkin ring; 
with the adjoining ships joining tunetully in the riotous 
choruses. Then ¢ur stentor claps his funneled hands to his 
mouth and roars: “Three cheers for’—— Naming the re- 
motest ship in the tiers. 

We give the cheers and wait. From afar comes a wailing 
cadence: “Three cheers for the homeward-bounder—hip- 
hip-hooray!” We reply with a “tiger” and salute the next 
vessel. We cheer and are cheered by every ship in port, even 
to the sleek war-sloop which normally considers us mer- 
chantmen as bedig outside the pale, but which to-night 
vociferates its wighes out of four hundred lusty throats. 

Then we set 0% such fireworks as we have been able to 
coax from the inate, and, hoarse-throated pr 1 aft, 
shantying always, in hope of deserved refreshment, which 
is always forthaomivg. We're homeward tbaind, after 
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months, maybe years, of tedious, arduous voyaging. We 
sing a song in praise of ship, captain and officers s our 
throats are mellowed, and the skipper takes advantage of 
the opportunity to preach a little disjointed homily, which 
usually terminates with a: “Steward! Give another round!” 
I have seen a ship, laden with 3,000 tons of nitrate, ready 
to get her anchors and proceed away on the thunderous 
Cape Horn run, set on fire by a chance spark from some 
careless blue-light and burn to the water’s edge almost be- 
fore her crew could leap overboard! But we have learned 
caution, and to-night there are no mishaps. We tell the 
afterguard again that they are the best fellows in the 
world, and go for’ard to indulge in a sing-song, with the 
other ships helping, until the mate comes along to warn 
us of an early start. When morning breaks it is to tell us 
that the day of homeward sailing is on us—and a light- 
ness and a gaiety replace the usual grumpiness of turn-to. 
We've spent a hectic day in bending sail—when a ship 
is condemned to idleness in port for a three-month stretch 
her canvas is dried and stowed below economically—and 
this morning there is nothing to do save wash-down and 
get to sea. By 7 o'clock ships’ boats are swarming around 
us like mosquitoes; every ship having sent its skipper and 
a hand or two to bid us good by and lend aid in getting 
out ground-tackle. The ship swarms with life. We've 
formed friendships with these men of deep water, lying by 
the hour at the landing mole awaiting our convivial skip- 
pers, fetching tallymen aboard in the chill of the dawn, 
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returning them when darkness veils the world. 

We've drunk with them, fought with them 
for the honor of our ship, which we curse 
whole-souledly among ourselves but defend with 
our last breath in the presence of strangers; 
we've formed common cause against authority 
ashore; we've shared our pocket-money with 
them; raced with them—built up good friend- 
ships. 

The forecastle head is crammed and cramped. 
But the splendid old capstan shanties are sung 
as they should be sung, as the links come 
crunchingly up through hawsepipe and spurl- 
ing-gate; and the great bay echoes to the 
Stentorian din of “Awa-a-ay, Rio.” “Shenan- 
doah, I Love Your Daughter,” “Good-by, Fare 
You Well,” “Rolling Home,” “Spanish Ladies” 
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and “Sally Brown.” 


That’s the way to hear a 
floating tunefully across wide reaches 
of the sea that bred them; not from the ornate 
stage of a music hall! 

The tugs come snorting out; the pilot hops 
aboard; the skipper returns in a furiously 
rowed boat from a last business excursion ashore, 
The chandler’s launch fusses alongside with its 
last cargo of fresh ‘meat and vegetables, and a 
case of liquor for the captain. 

With this present weight of humanity to man 
the capstan bars, it is possible to take in the 
slack of two cables at once; and even then 
spare the real crew for getting the stern stream 
anchor aboard. 

“Starboard anchor’s up, sir!” 

“Aye, aye! Heave short, port anchor, Mister!” 
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“Up aloit, you boys and. loose the tops'ls!”

The fine weather days flash by with as- 
tounding rapidity. A growing nippines; t 
apparent in the breeze, and sleeping out 
on deck beneath the blazing stars loses 
much of its previous delight. 

Cape Horn welcomes us with a black 
northeaster that promises a disappointment 
to our previous hopes of making a decent 
passage. It’s a dead-muzzier, barring the 
gateway through which we must pass, and 
it might endure for interminable weeks 
without a break. It is cold. Still, we 
could have endured the cold, if only the 
gale had been fair, to scud us over the 

~~ noisy leagues. 

“Get the canvas off her, Mister—nc use 
bucking this snifter!” We go aloft, up rig- 
ging that already is thinly coated with ice. 

And it will get colder still as we beat ever 
southward in search of a favoring breeze. 

The ship threshes down toward the south, 
and the wind freshens into a real Cape 
Horn gale, with whole water deluging her 
at every sickening roll, and her rigging 
slackening as the deadweight of cargo in 
her bottom draws in the sides until it 
seems as if the masts must roll them- 
selves clean out of her and leave her a 
sheer and hopeless wreck at the mercy of 
every wave. 

We wearily rig Spanish windlasses across 
the decks from shrouds to shrouds, and 
bowse them taut to take in the slack; 
we run the mooring cables to the tops and 
set them up with tackles to ease the strain; 
we work always waist-deep in clammy brine 
when we are not in it up to our necks. 
Down South again—far south, with the cold 
increasing; in the loneliest waste of angry 
sea in all the world, with mewing alba- 
trosses intensifying the stark loneliness of 
it all. 

Day after day, week after week, until the 
desperate skipper meditates bouting ship 
and trying to run homeward around Good 
Hope. We are frost-bitten and covered with 
salt-water sores; and we forget what ease 
and comfort are. Life is a series of alarms. 
A topsail splits, we soullessly rc lace it; an- 
other blows adrift, we stow it with a weath- 
er-resisting harbor stow. There are mid- 
night hours when we can do nothing save 
await the seemingly inevitable finish, when 
the laboring ship loses heart and cowers 
away from the perpetual onslaught, anxious 
for the Lethe of the sea's bed. 

We see a ship go down, unable to lend 
a2 helping hand. We sing—croak, rather— 
“Times are bad and wages low: it’s time 
for us to leave her!” We grow sullen and 
mutinous and grouse about unnecessary

At this the American rose in Morgan and 
he knocked the lieutenant down. 

Holy discipline beimg thus shivered, the 
British commandant came upon the scene 
and ordered the American to ‘ve triced up 


and punished with the inhuman penalty of 
500 lashes on the bare back. They were in- 
flicted, but it is better to omit the details. 
There are not many thinzs more horrible in 
military history. 

Despite this savagery, Morgan kept te his 
work, became a petty officer, then captain, 
and one of the most noted Indian fighters 
in the eastern country. The Indians hated 
him. Once they shot him from behind so 
that the ball grazed his spinal colummn., 
came out through his mouth an took with 
it all the teeth on the left side. The In- 
dians thought they had him, and ran toe 
get his scalp. He was mounted and, cling- 
ing around the neck of his horse, galloped 
away. A hot chase followed for miles, Mar- 
gan being barely conscious, but able to 
keep his place of safety, where he lay for 
weeks at the point of death. 

When the Indian wars were settied he 
went to live at Winchester, where he start- 
ed down hill, and at top speed. He drank, 
he gambled and he loafed—on the money 
he had received for soldiering. 

Then he saw Abigail, fell in love with 
her, and she straightened him up. For her 
sake he stopepd the booze and all else un- 
seemly, got land and more land, made it 
pay, accumulated money, married Abigail 
and allowed himself to be ~ducated by her 
and others. 

The moment he heard the news from 
Lexington and Concord he started to raise 
a company, got it into shape and marched 
it all the way to Cambridge, 600 miles in 
twenty-one days, and was welcomed with 
oven arms by Washington, who remembered 
hem well. 

From that time he was in abou® every- 
thing that was going on. Wherever a 
really good fight broxe out there was he 
in the midst of it—he and his fringe-shirted 
riflemen.

When the south was overrun by the 
too confident British, Morgan was moved 
to that lively theater, and was not long in 
reine heard from.

W ashington’s Neglected Heroes

sentatives and then retired, full of honors. 
He died in 1892. 

CHARLES ARMAND TAFFIN. 

This young man was the Marquis de la 
Rouarie and was born in the ancestral 
castie in France. While still a minor he 
was an officer in the French Guards. The 
wave of democratic philosophy started in 
France by Rousseau and others caught him 
in fall swing, and he won the family dis- 
like by becoming an outspoken republican. 
He fell in love with an actress who re- 
fused to marry him and in despair he en- 

When the news of the American revolt 
reached his lonely asylum he perceived that 
there was a chance to serve the political 
dectrines he professed. He therw off his 
monkish robes, made for America and of- 
fered his sword to the Revolution. On 
March 22, 1777, he was commissioned a 
colonel. He put his democracy into prac- 
tice by relinquishing his title and being 
known only as Colones] Armand. 

He raised his own legion and command- 
ed it in many actions, fighting always with 
a magnificent dash and winning universal 
affection by his gay and indomitable spirit. 
At the Battle of Camden his legion was 
virtually annihilated. He went to France, 
bought with his own money the compiete 
equipment for another, brought it back and 
presented it to Congress, being in time to 
help the finish at Yorktown. He ended 
as brigadier general and carried back with 
him te France an unusually eloquent vote 
ef thanks from Congress and a letter from 
Washington that would warm many a 
heart. 

When the French Revolution began, ‘he 
was ai first wholly on its side, but being 
shocked ‘and repelled by the work of the 
Jacobins. started a revolt in Brittany 
against their government. It failed and for 
month he wandered about the country dis- 
guised as a beggar. He died in 1733, prob- 
ably from iliness resulting frem exposure.

BOUT the last act of the late Mrs. 
Grundy was a vitriolic outburst 
against what is. currently known 
as the modern silhouette. Pos- 
Ssibly it was because her invective was 
laughed at by youth and even disregarded 
by matrons who were actually in sympathy 
with her, that the lady hurried to a quick 
and scarcely lamenting demise.

It wouldn't have mattered much even if 
the Victorian censors had continued their 
imprecations against what they considered 
the decadent evolution of fashion.

Both of these factors must be carefully 
weighed before any forecast of the next 
silhouette can be made. The first can be 
dismissed with a word. Practicality is still 
an essential in day-time fashions and no 
informal stvles can ever be designed with- 
out full cognizance of the necessity for 
ease and simplicity in costume. Yet it 1s 
now known to be possible to create a frock 
which may be simple, practical and yet not 
exploit the closely conforming silhouette. 

The second of these factors, as has been 
mentioned above, is nore important and 
much more significant in its relation to the 
new silhouette. Has the reaction against 
inhibition nearly run its course—and if not, 
what of its effect on current fashions?
